An Act for the Encouragement of raiſing Sheep. 


E it enafted ly the Governor, Council and Repreſentatives in General 
Court aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That all Owners of 

any Sheep in this State, after the firſt Day ot January 1787, may annual- 
ly during the Continuance of this Act, inſert, and certify in their ſeveral 
10 Liſts of Polls and Rateable Eſtate, given into the Liſters of the reſpec- 
ive Towns to which they belong, an Account of the Number of grown 

Sheep which they ſeverally owned at the Time of ſhearing, from which a 


— Coat, or Fleece of Wool was ſhorn, or taken in the Seaſon next preced- 

ng the giving in ſuch Liſt while their Property. And thereupon the 
d, fad Liſters in making up the Liſts of Eſtate as aforeſaid, ſhall credit, 
o- and deduct from the Sum Total of the Liſts of ſuch Owners of Sheep, to 


the Amount and at the Rate of Four Shillings per Head for each ſuch 
Sheep ſhorn as aforeſaid. And the ſaid Liſters ſhall alſo annually tranſ- 
mit to the General Aſſembly, in their Return of the Liſts of their reſpec- 
ure Towns, the whole Number of Sheep in each Town, inſerted in the 
Liſts as aforeſaid. 


Be it further Enacted and Provided, That if ſuch Liſters by inſpecting 
the Liſts of rateable Eſtate as the Law directs, ſhall find that any Perſon 
or Perſons have inſerted in their ſaid Liſt, any greater Number of Sheep than 
were actually owned and ſhorn as aforeſaid, it ſhall be the Duty of 
uch Liſters to add to the Liſt of ſuch Perſon or Perſons the whole Sum 
which by Virtue of this Act they had deducted; and alſo at the Rate
